Three Zeppelins Raid English East Coast; 
Aeroplane Driven Off by Dover on 





LONDON, Tuesday, April 25.—Three 
Zeppelins visited the eastern counties 
last night, dropping incendiary bombs, 
according to the official announcement. 

The conditions were idea! .for the Zep- 
Ppelin raiders. ‘The night was dark and 
the atmesphere clear. There ‘was, a 
light southwest wind, which had gen- 
erally been considered unfavorable. for 
Zeppelins, but tt was little more than a 
mild breeze,'and any threat of a storm 
which it might ordinarily have presaged 
was lessened by a favorable barometer. 

The raiders appeared at about the cus- 
tomary hour, and seemed a little un- 
certain a8 to their location, as the early 
reports showed that only incendiary 
bombs ‘were being dropped.

Lewis Stuyvesant 
Chanler, counsel for Mrs. Rogers, indi- 
cated yesterday that insanity would be 
her defense, . 

In pport of this contention, Mrs. H, 
Leroy\ Sea, a close friend of the de- 
fendant, testified that on two occasions 
she had observed Mrs. Rogers*aeting in 

/ an irrational mariner. On one occasion, 
the witness-said, Mrs. Rogers had in- 
vited her to go out to lunch by telephone, 
but, as she was on her way to accept the 
invitation, she met Mrs. Rogers, who did 
not remember having made the engage- 
‘ment. Mrs. Sea said she went home with 
the defendant and there found the table 
prepared for lunch. Cross-examined by 
District Attorney Martin, Mrs. Sea re- 
mained unshaken in her-story. 

The impaneling of the jury and pres- 
entation of the State’s case proceeded | 
with such celerity that the defense was 
able to cali several witnesses at the 
afternoon session. District Attorney | 
Martin,.in nis opening address to the 
jury, said that, inasmuch as the de- 
fendant had admitted giving the poison 
to the children, he would call few wit- 
nesses.

feels thepe is no longer need for the 
American forces to remain in Mexico, 
General Scott, it is understood, will re- 
spond that the United States Govern- 
ment does not care to withdraw, its 
forces. until General Carranza. proves 
that he.can crush Villa.

Scott’s Diplomatic Successes. 


Officiais declined to disclose the source 
of the suggestion of a conference. Nel- 
ther State nor War Departmént would 
lay claim to the tonor, and it was as- 
serted that General Scott had not pro- 
posed it. That officer, however, has an 
enviable and unusual record for conduct- 
ing ‘friendly Yegotiations. The arrange-

The Amer- 
ican soldiers probably will be concen- 
trated at strategic points along a short- 
er line so arranged as to provide pro- 
tection against attack for the American 
colonies in the Casas Grandes, Pearson, 
and Bapricora districts, as well as 
American border towns. Meanwhile the 
American forces will recuperate and be 
stréngthened. If, after a reasonable 
time, the de facto Government shéws it 
is either unwilling or unable to stamp 
cut Villista brigandage and capture 
Villa, the United States, it is under; 
stood, will actively push its campaign 
against Villa at a proper amd favorab] 
opportunity.

Antonio, sixty-five miles southeast of 
Namiquipa, with a large quantity of 
supplies. It is said that at present there 
are not more than. 300 troops at Sah 
Antonio, the rest, with most of the sup- 
plies, having been withdrawn north. 

According to the most reliable _in- 
formation obtainable here General Per- 
shing has concentrated his forces at 
Namiquipa and Colonia Dublan with 
heavy detachments guarding the much 
shortened line of communication. - This 
movement has caused* considerable dis- 
may to the interventiontsts here, who 
see in it 'a preparation for a rapid with- 
drawal of the expedition if satisfactory 
arrangements are made with the de 
facto Government at the forthcoming 
conference between General Scott and 
General Obregon. 

One question bothering the military 
has been the rehabilitating of those 
troops whose clothes have been worn to 
shreds in their rides for Villa. Two 
‘carloads of clothing have just been sent 
south via Columbus, and these have 
been flanked by a™~shipment of 5,000 
pairs of shoes, 10,000 pairs of hose, 4,000 
overshirts, and 2,000 gloves, sent to Co- 
lumbus to be forwarded as needed. It 
will be only a short time until all the 
men“in need of new clothing will be 
entirely reoutfitted. 


Report Villa Coming North. 


According to Mexicans arriving here 
from the interior today, reports. have 
been spread that Villa is coming north 
to attack the American forces. They 
say the bandit now has some 300 fol- 
lowers, and will be joined later by Pedro 
Bracamonte of the Torreon district, who 
has 1,500 men, and General Banuelos, 
whose command numbers 1,000.

IYUAN’S NEW CABINET 


DENOUNCED IN CHINA 


Though Premier ls Certain 
Troubles Will End, 216 As- 
semblymen Object. 


RETIREMENT IS DEMANDED 


Compromise with Ministers Meeting 
Outside Palace Gates Is 
Not Enough. 


SHANGHAI, April 24.—Two. hundred 
and sixteen members ,of the. National 
Assembly met here last night and unan- 
imously, adopted a resolution denounc- 
ing. President Yuan Shih-kai’s: mandate 
creating a Constitutional Cabinet, and 
refusing to accept any resolution of the 
political situation’ that included Yuan 
Shih-kai as President. 

It is understood that two prominent 
foreigners recently approa¢hed leaders 
of the Southern party asking guaran- 
tees for the sefety and property of Yuan 
Shih-kai and his supporters if the Presi- 
dent retires; but the Republicans de- 
mand the impeachment of Yuan Shih- 
Kai and his coterie of private advisers 
for high tgeason and also that they 
render acount of unaccounted public 
funds alleged to aggregate 200,000,000 
taels. 


PEKING, April 34.—Confidence in the 
ability of the new Chinese Cabinet to 
restore peace was expressed today by 
Tuan Chi-jui, who on Saturday accepted 
the Premiership, in an interview granted 
to the correspondent of The Associated 
Press. The first task of the Cabinet, 
he said, would be to restore tranquillity. 

““Yunhan (in which the _ uprising 
started and Kwei-chow’ provinces un- 
doubtedly will fall in line with the, re- 
organized Government,” Tuan Chi+jui 
continued. ‘‘ Tsai Ao (the rebel leader) 
is very reasonable. 

‘““Feng Kwo-chang (commander of 
the Imperial forces in the Yang-tse- 
kiang region) is now settling the diffi- 
culties in the Yang-tse-kiang provinces 
and doubtless will succeed in his ef- 
forts. Kwang-tung is the only province 
in which fighting is now going on. 

“Some of the demands made in the 
southern provinces are unreasonable, 
but I believe everything_will soon be ad- 
justed.”’ 

In reply ‘to a question regarding the 
respective powers of the President and 
the new Cabinet, the Premier said: 

‘China now has a responsible Cabinet 
and Premier. Full power lies in their 
hands, not in those of the President. 
The Cabinet will move outside the 
palace grounds, and only matters of the

MAY SEND MILK TO GERMANY: 


Dr. von Mach Would Equip Ship 
and Defy British Blockade. 


The proposal that an American ship 
commanded by an American Captain, 
‘* who is not a coward,”’ be loaded with 
milk for German babies and sent from 
New York harbor with its mission wide- 
ly advertised and unquestionable was 
made yesterday by Dr. Edmund von 
Mach, Executive Chairman of the Citi- 
zen’s Committee for Food Shipments, 
speaking before a meeting of the Ameri- 
can Women of German Descent at the 
Hotel Astor. 

The speaker said that assurances that 
the ship could be legally sent and would 
be given clearance papers had -.been 
sought from Secretary Lansing, and 
that if the Secretary replied in the af- 
firmative, the next step would be to 
equip and dispatch the vessel. 

‘We will send the ship,” 





said Dr. 


von Mach, “‘ under American colors and 
the milk for distribution under the sup- 
ervision of the American Red Cross so 
that there will be no fear that the milk 
will reach the German army, and we 
will obtain such advertisement for the 
mission that the whole public sentiment 
of America will be with it. Sent under 
such conditions, I believe that the ship 
would go through to its destination.” 

At the end of the meeting resolutions 
introduced by Mrs. Edith Reiffert, Pres- 
ident of the organization, were unani- 
mously passed. The resolutions said 
in part: 

‘““Be it resolved, Fhat the American 
Women of German Descent request, 
nay, demand, that our Government, the 
Government of the United States of 
America, notify the British Government 
that the shipment of all Red Cross sup- 
plies to any of the belligerents must and 
shall cease until such time when the 
British Government and its allies should 
signify. their willingness to observe the 
principles of international law and per- 
mit the American Red Cross to make 
shipments of supplies impartially to 
any of the belligerents, lest otherwise 
a cloud of suspicion be cast on our de- 
clared neutrality and avowed position 
as the protector and champion of hu- 
manity.”’ ;

William Lustgarten, President of the 
recently formed Loyal American League 
at 68 William Street, said yesterday 
that it’ had reached an enrollment of 
10.000 names of men of foreign birth, 
principally of German descent.

or his policies, he said: 

‘* The members of the Loyal American 
League have no ge with. any 
movement of this kind. hile our or- 
ganization has not been tutmed for po- 
litical purposes, I have no hesitation in 
saying that we shall adopt a political 
program to meet any political move- 
ment which hay for its object the ex- 
pression of pro-Germanism as against 
American ideals and democracy. Above 
all we stand tor loyalty to. President 
Wilson at this time and for the Ameri- 
can issues which he represents.’ 

The names of Victor Ridder, brother 
of Bernard Ridder, editor of the New 
York Staats-Zeitung, and Henry Weis- 
mann. President of the German-Ameri- 
can Alliance, were mentioned in the 
reports of the organization of the Ger- 
man-American vote, and in the begin- 
ning of his statement Mr. Lustgarten, 
who is an attorney, made this refer- 
ence to their activities:

Attorney Bowers Scores. the 
Mayor in Summing Up at 
Charities. Inquiry. 


HOTCHKISS MAKES REPLY 


Lawyers for Both Sides Conclude 
Their Arguments-——-Strong Ad- 
journs to Prepare a Report. 


The inquiry into the State Board of 
Charities before Commissioner Charles 
H. Strong .at.the Bar Association was 
concluded yesterday with the summing 
up of the evidence by. William ng 
Hotchkiss, counsel for the City Depart- 
ment of Charities, and John M. Bowers, 
counsel for the State Board of Chari- 
ties. The summing up consumed the 
wal day’s-session. 

Mr. Bowers, who spoke first, asserted 
at the outset that Mayor Mitchel could 
have compelled any improvements in the 
institutions whenever the city desired, 
and, he added, ‘‘ the duty was clearly 
on the City of New York.’’ He quoted 
the law to show that while it was the 
duty of the State Board to inspect and 
supervise the institutions used by the 
city for boarding out children, there 
‘was no duty incumbent upon the board 
in the way of administration or manage- 
ment, He said: 

‘“‘In the sense that the public funds 
are sought to be given to certain insti- 


tutions and not to others of the same! 


class, this brings us closer to socialism | 
than any of the other tads of recent 
years. ‘The generations of Americans 
since the days of the Revolution have 
received no such consideration. Indeed 
for the most ota the foremost men of 
the nation obtained as children little 
but the ordinary grammar school edu- 
cation.

Of Mayor Mitchel he said: ‘“‘ The 
evidence of the Mayor and the two re- 
ports cited are so greatly at variance 
as to indicate grave carelessness on his 
part in making accusation against oth- 
ers. 

‘“* Commissioner Kingsbury claims con- 
ditions, to his knowledge, to have been 
bad in mary of the private institutions 
employed by the city, and yet, during 
two years and three months, only in- 
vestigates some of these institutions. 
Though alleging the conditiens afore- 
said in twenty-six institutions, he con- 
tinues to vertify their bills ‘for pay- 
ment.’ 

He told of alleged attempts to check 
the city’s investigation, and intimated 
that attempts had been made to check 
the present inquiry before Commissioner 
Strong. He called the charge that the 
methods of the City Department were 
idealistic was ridiculous. William 
Rhinelander Stewart, President of the 
State Board, he said, had recommended 
in reports the same things which were 
now condemned as “ idealistic.’’ 

Commissioner Strong adjourned the 
investigation, subject to the call of the 
chair. He may make an investigation 
of his own on some of the phases of the 
inquiry before reporting to the Gover- 
nor.

DETECTAPHONE HERE 


Swann Throws Out Instrument 
the Governor Had While 
District Attorney. 





PERKINS USED IT ALSO 


| Stenographer in Prosecutor’s Office 
Took Down Conversations Sup- 
posed to be Private. 


District Attorney Swann has had torn 
out of his office a detectaphone sys- 
tem installed and said to have_ been 
much used by District Attorney Whit- 
man. The detectaphone was also in op- 
eration last year when Charles S. Per- 
kins held the office by appointment 
from Mr. Whitman when the latter be- 
came Governor. 

District Attorney Swann threw out the 
detectaphone because he believed its use 
a violation of the personal rights of 
persons who believe they are talking 
to the District Attorney alone. 

The detectaphone, as installed and 
used by Mr. Whitman, hung beneath a 
desk in a small private room directly 
in the rear of the District Attorney’s 
main office. There is no entrance to 
this room except from the District At- 
torney’s office. It leads to a lavatory. 
Besides the desk beneath which the 
detectaphone hung there are a table and 
four chairs crowding it. 

Wires from the _ detectaphone led 
along the wall through the partition into 
the District Attorney’s office and to a 
receiving instrument at a high-backed 
desk in the corner, the back of which 
was turned outward so that the stenog- 
rapher who sat there’ would not be seen 
by any -one passing through the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office on an _ invita- 
tion into the inner room. The receiver 
could be regulated as to loudness. 

According to old attachés of the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office, Mr. Whitman 
used the detectaphone much during the 
Becker trial, having in the little back 
room most of his talks with the State’s 
witnesses and persons whom he would 
have had as State witnesses. It was 
also said that often the then District 
Attorney would ask to be excused while 
in conversation with two or more pos- 
sible witnesses or suspects, with the re- 
Bult that what they confided to one 
another soon thereafter became the 
property of the prosecuting officer of 

ew York County. 

District Attorney Swann expressed 
surprise yesterday when te discovered 
it was known that he had torn out his 
predecessors’ detectaphone. 

** Yes,’’ said he, ‘I tore the thing out 
the second day I was in office. Not 
only that, but I ordered it taken en- 
tirely out of the building.”

DINE THE SOTHERNS 


Notable Gathering of Men and 
Women Honors Retiring ° 
_ Actors at the Astor. 


ALL ARTS REPRESENTED 


Edwin Markham Reads a Poem and 
Ames Praises the Guests for 
Playing Shakespeare. 


Some 300 men and women of that vast 
multitude of admirers of BH. H. Sothern 
and Julia Marlowe, who in private life 
is Mrs. Sothern, gathered to do the stars 
honor in the ballroom of the Hotel Astor 


last night. The occasion was a dinner 
given under the auspices of the Civic 
Forum as a testimonial to the Sotherns 
upon their age retirement from 
the stage. Sothern has not acted 
within the inet two years, while Mr. 
Sothern will leave the stage after a brief 
engagement beginning Saturday night for 
the benefit of the Actors’ Fund. 

Representatives of all the arts and of 
society were at the dinner and later, 
when “the genre had closed, many 
professional associates of the _ distin- 
guished cou —e joined the assemblage. 
At the ta with the guests of honor 
were Dr. John H. Finley, who was toast- 
master; Edwin Markham, Agnes Rep- 
plier, Corinne Roosevelt Robinson, Maud 
Ballington' Booth, Augustus Thomas, 
Winthrop Ames, Otto H. Kahn, and Dr. 
Talcott Williams. Mr. Finley’s words 
of introduction were in blank verse. 
Indeed versification vied with puns on 
the namés of the speakers for first place 
in-the oratory. It was Mr. Thomas who 
remarked late in the evening that he 
wondered what would have been the 
eneral subject of the speeches if there 
see been no names susceptible to pun- 
ning. 


Praises the Setherns’ Courage. 


Mr. Markham read a poem on Shake- 
speare, which was the least he could do 
since Mr. Finley introduced him as 
Prospero Markham. Winthrop Ames 
was Jacques Ames, and he talked upon 
the alleged decadence of the drama as 

befitted one of such melancholy. mein. 

The Director of the late New Theatre 
made a_careful analysis of the drama 
of the last twenty years, and told why 
it appested to be decadent by way of 
emphasizing the great courage dis- 
Played by the Sotherns in electing to 
resent Shakespearean drama when 
t no doubt would have been easier to 
cling to modern plays. Mr. Ames spoke 
from the viewpoint of the men behind 
the curtain who were in a position to 
realize the measure of this courage. 

‘* The intelligent people who occasion- 
ally sit.in front of the curtain,’’ he said, 
“intelligent people like you here to- 
night, have fallen into the habit of be- 
rating us pretty constantly. They say 
the stage ts degenerating—at least that 
it is not on the whole keeping up with 
them intellectually.” 

Mr. Ames said he believed that any 
broad statement that the stage in our 
day had gone backward was far too 
sweeping. The subtler plays of Augustus 
Thomas, the plays of Galsworthy, of 
Shaw, and of Barrie disproved this 
statement. As further proof he chal- 
lenged his hearers: to scan the list of 
plays roduced at Wallack's, and .if 

eir titles did not convince them to 
seek out the a themselves: in the 
library.~. ‘‘ can be found “there,” 
he said; “ and” the movie people have 
already found them. 

“I believe there are more e's ‘ood plays 
Produced now and, on the whole, more 
competently acted than there ever have 
been,”’’ he continued. ‘‘ And yet those 
of us behind the curtain are the first 
to acknowledge that something seems 
very wrong with our stage,.and that 
intelligent ‘people have every right to 
grumble. 


Good Plays Submerged by Rubbish. 


**T think .we shall diagnose the trouble 
more..accurately if we say the average 
isn't as “high as it ought to be, that good 
plays are so submerged and overwhelmed 
by the flood of inferior of rubbish they 
seem to have got lost in the shuffle al- 
together and so give the stage.the gen- 
eral air of retrogression. A constant 
diet of ten trashy plays to one good one 
is what has disgruntled and alienated so 
many of the. more intelligent theatre- 
goers. Neither the audience nor the 
managers are to blame.’’ 

Mr. Ames said the average quality of 
plays had declined in the last twenty 
years because of four things—the de- 
smocracy of America, the public schools, 
Prosperity, and the labor unions. These 
things had conspired to create a vast 
new audience, innocent of dramatic 
standards and of culture to whom a 
play was just a show. 

We of the theatre, my dear Mr. and 
Mrs. Sothern,’’ Mr. Ames said in con- 
clusion, ‘* know that no other actor or 
actress has done sO much as you for 
the American stage in our time. You 
leavé us apn example of lives of noble 
‘service. 

‘Take the well. 

The elementa.,be.kind to thee, and make 

Thy spirits of all comforts.” 

Miss Reppliér and Mrs. Robinson gave 
reminiscences of their early impressions 
of the theatre. To Miss Repplier the 
going of these players seemed a greatér 
pity since they left behind only ‘an 
arid waste of plays like sermons, and 
not orthodox sermons, either, plays that 
are pathological lectures, or sweet little 
plays of the kindergarten.” 


Thomas Predicts Their Return. 


Mr. Thomas said that no man stood 
‘as high in the theatre, and no man Had 
Mr. Sothern’s record for decent doings. 


He predicted that like other great play- 
ers they must come back. But this Mr. 
Sothern, when he arose, denied. Mrs. 
Sothern’s health precluded that, he said, 
and he could not play with an actress 
inferior to her nor would he care to 
play with one her superior. Mrs. Soth- 
ern read from the Sonnets of Shake- 
1 fg and Dr. Talcott Williams, Otto 

Kahn, and Sir Herbert Tree were 
the other speakers.

TTREE TREE SEEN INFOUR 
SHAKESPEARE ROLES 


Malvolio and Falstaff His Best 
Achievements in This Spe- 
cial Matinee. — 


$3,500 FOR THE RED CROSS 


Il. and Macbeth Included 
In a Day's Work That Consisted. 
of Five Shakespearean Parts. 


Sir Herbert Tree did his bit for 
Shakespeare and England yesterday 
afternoon, observing the day hy a 
special matinée, in the course of which 
he assumed four widely varied Shake- 
spearean characters and playing to such 
‘a scale of prices that last evening he 
was able to cable $3,500 to the funds 
of the British Red Cross. His per- 
formance in at least two of the parts— 
Malvolio and Falstaff—measurably en- 
hanced his American reputation as an 
actor with that necessarily Imited sec- 
tion of the publie which was represented 
at the New Amsterdam Theatre yester- 
day afternoon. Both of these parts are 
quite to his taste, and his work in them 
is far superior to his work in Wolsey. 
Of course ‘he was Wolsey agairf last 
evening, so that in one day he undertook 
five Shakespearean r6éles—a really stag- 
gering undertaking. 

Obviously Tree is at \his best in ‘that 
variety of r6éle which is ‘preposterously 
called a character part. He is really 
immensely engaging as Falstaff, devel- 
oping an unexpected heartiness for the 
fat knight and doing wonders with his 
voice. Sir Herbert’s Wolsey is afflicted 
with a monotonous ‘and seemingly in- 
flexible voice, but his Falstaff is full 
of deep chuckles and equipped with 
tones you would swear only countless 
flagons of sack at the old Boar’s Head 
could have cultivated. 

As Malvolio he is capital; he is best 
as Malvolio, satisfying one’s notion of 
that cross-gartered gull more nearly 
than any other player who has done 
the réle in this neighborhood in recent 
years. He has played it often, and in the 


process embroidered and incrusted it 
with much business of his own—all of 


The other two réles were Richard ITI. 
and Macbeth. For the former part he 
gave the abdication scene with such 
stately trappings as he uses for ‘* Henry 
VIIl.,"’ and making it effective theatric- 
ally on somewhat the same plane. He 
makes the pathetically. irresolute and 
morbid King a picturesque figure. It 
is good, although not supremely good, 
work. But it is in ‘‘ Macbeth ”’ that the 
shortcomings are most apparent. The 
needful deep feeling scarcely appears, 
and a certain habit of pretty and care- 
fully considered gésture ill becomes the 
blood-stained hands. 

Many players of note collaborated with 
Sir Herbert in making a special matinée 
of unusual dignity and interest. There 
are many beauties in Constance Col- 
lier’s Lady Macbeth, her reading of the 
letter in particular being most satisfy- 
ing. There should be note, too, of Miss 
Matthison as Olivia, of Phyllis Neilson- 
Terry’s reappearance as Viola, and of 
a momentary flash from Eric Maxon as 
the fiery Aumerle in “ Richard II." 

Then Laurette Taylor, greeted with 
the warmest applause, was one of those 
who helped between scenes, reading 
most charmingly two bad poems~* b 
Elsie Janis. It all went very well 
indeed.

‘No. argument could be more mod- 
erate in tone or more logical than 
that of Rear Admiral Fiske in his 
létter of Nov. 9, 1914, to Secretary 
DAanrEs setting forth the defects in 
‘the United States Navy and urging 
that immediate steps should be taken 
to remove them. This letter has just 
been made public, by action of the 
United States Senate. Mr. DANIELS 
explains that he was ignorant of its 
existence until lately. The most 
generous inference to be derived from 
this statement is that the Secretary’s 
mind is overburdened with the de- 
talls of work in a field for which 
obviously he has no special qualifica- 
tions, and in a period when that work 
has been much more exacting than it 
usually is. His memory sometimes 
fails him. It is a pity that the naval 
legislation of 1914-15 should have 
been carried through while Admiral 
Fiske’s clear statement of needed re- 
forms remained unheeded on the files 
In the Navy Department. 

Eighteen months ago the Admiral, 
in his capacity as Aid for Operations, 
placed before the head of the depart- 
ment the important facts that the 
navy was short of men and officers, 
that there was practically no naval 
reserve, while experiments for thirty 
years had produced an incompletely 
trained naval militia of less than 
1,000 men; that the navy lacked or- 
gantzation and could never ‘be pre- 

- -qpacred for war without a General 
Staff, and that it was deficent in 
‘training because of its lack of men 
and its lack of a General Staff to de- 
vise and carry out a system of pro- 
gressive training. Admiral Fiske did 
not write this letter in the mood of 
an alarmist. He pointed out that a 
gtate of war existed in the world and 
might be expected to continue for a 
term of years, arid that the destruc- 


ten of the. Maine precipitated our 


Spanish war. He argued, not that 
but that we 
ghould be prepared for it. 
Yet in those eighteen months the 
management of our navy has heen 
carried on in the old defective way. 
The first practical step toward naval 
reorganization was taken yesterday 
when the Committee on Naval Ap- 
nfopriations reported to the Appro- 
priations Committee an estimate of 
the cost of the navy for next year. 
This provides for the pay of only 
18,500 additional men, though it is now 
ebmmon knowledge that at least 
25,000 more men are needed to put 
all jour available ships in action. It 
4s worth bearing in mind that the 
most important part of the naval 
legislation of the session of 1914-15 
has been practically inoperative. 
‘Neither of the two dreadnoughts au- 
thorized by Congress in that session 
has yet been laid down.

THE POSTMASTERSHIP.

THE STIVERS BILL. 

As the organized militia of New York 
State is already so much larger than 
that of any other State, it is fair to 
infer that it can be increased in size, 
when ‘the system of. pay for officers 
and men is put in operation, without 
any resort to compulsion. The oppo- 
sition to a State Constabulary is not 
likely to be effective next year. The 
bill might have passed both houses of 
the Legislature this year if it had been 
introduced earlier. Meanwhile, under 
the new law the National Guard can 
be called into service by the Governor 
only in case of a riot. Governor 
WHITMAN will not summon the citizen 
soldiers for police work unless the sit- 
uation is unusually grave. Induce- 
ments to young men to enlist in the 
National Guard will be so much 
greater, therefore, that it is not likely 
that the Stivers bill, which the Gov- 
ernor’s signature will make a law, will 
have to be enforced. 

This must be regarded as a precau- 
tionary measure. It permits the Gov- 
ernor to call upon citizens between 
the ages of 18 and 45 years to join 
the organized militia and subject them. 
selves to military training. But not 
more than 33,000 men will be needed 
for the National: Guard in the whole 
State. No new principle is involved in 
the bill. All male citizens not specifical- 
ly exempted already belong to the mili- 
tia. All are liable to military duty in 
times of peril. The bill only provides 
that a certain number must at all times 
be under training. It is not a bill for 
pacifists or cowards to worry about. 
There will be enough hardy men will- 
ing to serve in the organized militia 
under the new conditions in this State. 
About the other States we shall know 
more in course of time.

PANAMA CANAL RATES. 

Within a week after the Panama 
Canal route was reopened the Su- 
preme Court made a ruling regarding 
competitive transcontinental rates af- 
fecting 182 cities known as Pacific 
Coast terminals. During the seven 
months the canal was closed the rates 
in effect on the railways crossing the 
continent were those fixed by the In- 
terstate Commission, allowing the 
railways to reduce rates to meet water 
competition. Meanwhile water freights 
s0 advanced throughout the world on 
account of the war that the conditions 
of competition made the reduction of 
railway rates unnecessary to retain 
the traffic, the water rates now being 
the higher. It might seem that the 
railways would hasten to raise their 
rates. 

In fact, proceedings have been begun 
not to permit but to compel them to 
do so. All the producing centres be- 
tween the Atlantic and the Pacific re- 
gard themselves prejudiced by the un- 
fair competition of the rates fixed 
below the economic level by the Com- 
mission, and they have opened pro- 
ceedings before the Commission — to 
require the railways to raise their 
rates on commodities in the group 
competitive to the water route. Traf- 
fic across the continent in both direc- 
tions is concerned, and the Southern 
Pacific route has declined to make the 
advances. That puts the Commission 
in another dilemma, for ft raises the 
question of the Southern Pacific’s 
ownership of steamship lines which 
enable the railway to quote low trans- 
continental rates without using the 
canal route. As a question of land 
transit the Commission for the first 
time faces action for the raising of 
rates fixed by itself. As a question of 
combined land and water rates the 
Commission is embarrassed by the 
conflict. with its order that a com- 
petitor which cannot be ovetlooked 
shall dispose of its means of compe- 
tition at the order of the Commission. 

This aspect of the case is not so 
much transcontinental as universal. It 
involves traffic on ocean, sound, and 
lakes. The California shippers are 
like all shippers in resisting the action 
of the Commission under the Panama 
Canal act in requiring the divorce 
of the ownership of steamship. exten- 
sions by railways. In fact the. ship- 
pers are asking to be saved from their 
friends, the’ Commission, and delivered 
to the mercies of their enemies, the 
railways. When the proceedings were 
begun the shippers and the Commis- 
sion thought only of the rate. In the 
course of events .the accommodation 
has become, more important than the 
rate. A rate is a law, and a law can- 
not change suddenly or regardless of 
principle. The Commission cannot be

What is the ‘Commission to do? Con- 
gress has enacted that the railways 
must charge more for a long haul than: 
for a short haul, and the Commission 
has proceeded for years. on. that prin- 
ciple. The Commission cannot repeal 
the principle, and trade is proceeding 
as though it had not been enacted. The 
Commission fixed land rates on the 
theory of canal transit. The rates 
were collected although the canal was 
closed, and the rates are“to be re- 
vised although the’ canal is opened. 
The Commission is badgered as badly 
as the railways ever were, and is 
pulled and hated between. shippers 
with conflicting interests, carriers 
with conflicting interests,.and courts 
which take alternately differing views, 
one court suspending the action of 
another, 

Business canmot stop, nor can it be 
stopped, for the reconciliation of ir- 
reconcilable things. Railways and 
shippers alike must make instant de- 
cisions upon subjects which courts 
and commissions disagree about for 
years, and reach decisions which 
might have been right if made prompt- 
ly, but which become wrong ‘by the 
alteration of conditions during the 
law’s delays. The tangle seems inex- 
tricable, but not for that reason should 
regulation be despaired of. The poli- 
ticians will be the last to allow the 
quarrel to be composed. Their interest 
lies in agitation, and in befriending 
the shippers against the extortions of 
the railways. That was the popular 
view to take when the shippers were 
distressed and the railways were too 
prosperous. Now the shippers’ prof- 
its are limited by the accommodations 
the prostrate railways are unable to 
increase. Abuses should not be ¢on- 
doned, principles should not be aban- 
doned. But contentious and debatable 
questions might well be soft-pedaled 
for a while. Railways and shippers 
might make a short circuit, and put 
politicians, courts, and commissions 
out of business by settling their own 


disputes between themselves. 
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PARLOUS STATE OF THE REPUB- 
LICANS. 

The Republican Party has made a 
horrendous pother about Mr. WILSON’s 
Mexican policy and his German policy. 
There never was anything tn the clam- 
or about Mexico. The country is not 
cheering over the fragments of old is- 
sues. Disorder and anarchy, the as- 
sassination of Americans and other 
foreigners in Mexico, are no new 
things. Mr. Wrson inherited the 
troubles there. Whatever may be said 
by some historian with all the docu- 
ments before him of Mr. TaFt’s, of Mr. 
WILson’s, Mexican policy, the people of 
the United States are not interested in 
criticisms, in mistakes, if such have 
been made, in noisy bombination about 
“ifs.” A new Mexican issue, or the 
Mexican problem in the form of an 
actual new issue, will be set before 
them in a few hours. It will not be 
Republican, or Democratic. It will be 
national. The Republicans will stand, 
will have to stand, behind the Presi- 
dent. 

A few hours or days will determine 
whether or not diplomatic relations be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
are to be suspended. If they are 
not, if Germany complies with Mr. 
WILson’s demands, the United States 
wins a memorable victory, the honor of 
which cannot be taken from Mr. WIL- 
son. If Germany doés not yield, then 
there will be nothing Republican, 
nothing Democratic, in the support 
which the American people as a whole 
will give to the President. 

The Republican issues, one of which 
was but wind and foam, are gone. 
What is to take their place? We hum- 
bly propose Senator HarpinG of Ohio 
and the tariff that fell from Heaven 
and has been going up most of the 
time since. 

The absolutely disorganized condi- 
tion of the Republicans, their poverty 
of leaders, their helplessness at the 
primaries, their surrender in Congress 
and the Middle West to the Germans, 
their confusion and uncertainty as to 
the choice of a candidate for Presi- 
dent, the emergence of so many sec- 
ond-rate, ridiculous or German-made 
candidates, the blankness of *“unin- 
structed,” the absurdity of “in- 
structed” delegates: these things are 
plain as a pikestaff. There is no 
candidate in sight that will unite 
the party. . Effort is made, part: pre- 
tense and finesse, part earnest, to 
pull the robes off a member of the 
Supreme Court, and acclaim a man 
of opinions necessarily’ unknown: as 
the awaited hero of reconciliation and 
union. Colonel RoosEvELT is yelling 
from the side lines and eager to 
break into the shindy. No man: No 
igsue. Heaps of trouble.

DELUSIVE AND VICIOUS. 

During the war betweén the United 
‘States and Spain there was some divi- 
sion of opinion among Americans. The 
overwhelming majority unreservedly 
supported the Government. Some, 
grouped at the time under the general 
name of anti-imperialists, did not be- 
lieve that we should go. to war with 
Spain, they were in opposition to the 
Government during the continuance of 
the war, they disliked the conditions 
on: which peace. was made. But. the 
American supporters and the Amer- 
ican opponents of the Government ‘in 
that year 1898 based their action upon 
purely. American grounds. 

The German-Americans and the 
newspapers printed in the German lan- 
guage in the United States were al- 
mést unanimous in opposing the war

American. reasons. Americans. were! 
divided, but for reasons wholly Amer- 
ican; the German-Americans stood to- 
gether. for reasons not American. 

The Goverhment paid as little atten- 
tion to the opposition of German- 
Americans at hédme as it did to the 
attitude of the German Government so 
frankly manifested at Manila Bay. 
The war was pushed to its conclusion. 
German-American opposition had no: 
visible influence upon its beginning, 
its progress, or its ending. 

Men in politics or seeking office 
who make speeches in favor of deny- 
ing to our manufacturers the unques- 
tionable right to export munitions of 
war, who denounce the President for 
the measures he has taken to protect 
the rights and the lives of Americans 
at sea, and then on that ground appeal 
for the support of German-American 
voters, might profitably study the po. 
litical history of their. country during 
the year 1898 and succeeding years. 

There is no German-American vote 
that can launch or sustain a politician 
in an honorable. public career... No 
vote, however won, is worth having 
that is not an American vote cast be- 
cause of the voter’s devotion to an 
American view of American principles 
and institutions. Any other theory of 
the action of the electorate is a delu- 
sion, it is vicious, fatal, bound to bring 
political ruin upon the man who ac- 
cepts it and acts on it. 

We are one nation, not two or twen- 
ty. The German-Americans them- 
selves, all of them who are intelligent 
and sensible, will denounce the plan 
of organizing the German-American 
voters in opposition to the Administra. 
tion and its policies as soon as they 
become aware of the country’s attitude 
toward that alien plot. Not popular 
favor but popular detestation will be 
the fruit of any effort, by a party or 
its candidates, to gain votes by pro- 
fessed devotion to a policy of sur- 
rendering American rights and of con- 
doning the taking of American lives. 
Advocacy of interests alien to our own, 
hostile to our own, will neither now 
or ever hereafter commend a candi- 
date to the confidence of Americans. 
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AN EXAMPLE IN TAXATION. 

The effort of the Harkness $100,- 
000,000 estate to establish a residence 
for the testator in a State where the 
tax laws are less burdensome than 
New York’s explains both why New 
York’s inheritance tax law is so dis- 
appointing and how it might be made 
less so. It would benefit New York 
to make its tax laws attractive rather 
than repelling to capital. Mr. Harx- 
NEss’s residence and clubs were in 
New York and he was buried in 
Woodlawn, but he paid his taxes else- 
where. His estate is the second larg- 
est to come as a windfall to New 
York, and there is danger that it may 
escape for the same reason that 
$400,000,000 of investments were 
withdrawn from the State within the 
first eight months after the law was 
passed. 

In the report of the Controller for 
1911 it was stated that investments 
had been diverted to other States and 
that custodial institutions lost busi- 
ness for that reason. Naturally the 
law is a disappointment as a revenue 
producer, and there is a disposition to 
restore the teeth which were removed 
from the law when the attempt was 
made.to prevent the withdrawal of 
taxables from the State by exempting 
them from the tax. The Mills com- 
mittee told why that should not be 
done. Such intangible property is 
taxable at the decedeht’s residence, 
and nearly all States now have inher- 
itance tax laws. Accordingly, to re- 
scind the exemption .would be to 
repeat the original mistake and would 
strengthen the disposition to remove 
from the State on account of its law 
not. only the property but the resi- 
dence of the owner. As taxes grow 
there is an incréasing appreciation of 
the attraction of low taxation, and 
movable capital tends toward the 
place where its cost of living is least. 

It is a first maxim of taxation not 
to tax heavily anything which can 
flee the jurisdiction. The converse 
maxim is to attract whatever is re- 
pelled elsewhere and thus to give 
value to real estate, which is im- 
movable but the values of which re- 
flect the movement of’'movables. Mill- 
ionaires are not undesirable citizens, 
to the tax gatherers at least. They 
buy the best real estate to live on and 
they pay taxes to correspond. ‘They 
build palaces and pay wages to archi- 
tects and all trades. They give the 
shops trade and are worth while gen- 
erally.’

IN {917 NAVY PLANS | 


House Committee Is Likely to 
Add Battle Cruisers to Es- 
timates of Daniels. 


APPROPRIATION IS. RAISED 


Nearly Quarter Billion is Carried 
in Measure, Outside Bulld- 
Ing Budget. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 24.—A Naval 
Appropriation bill carrying nearly $250,- 
000,000 probably will be. the contribu- 
tion of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs’ to the national defense pro- 
gram. The committee’will meet on 
Thursday to act on the tentative bill 
prepared by its sub-committee. 

This tentative bill, however, does not 
cover the building program. This. will 
be voted upon by the full committee 
without recommendation by the sub- 
committee. There are increases all 
along the line in that part of the bill 
framed by the sub-committee. 

Predictions were madé today that the 
full committee would recommend as 
many as six capital ships. The Navy 
Department’s program calls for four 
ships ,of the capital class—two dread- 
noughts and two battle cruisers. Two 
more battle cruisers are likely to be 
added. It is also probable that the com- 
mittee will increase the number of sub- 
marines recommended by the depart- 
ment. 

The tentative bill prepared by the sub- 
committee is understood ‘to provide an 
appropriation of $2,000,000 for aviation 
in the navy, including experimental 
work and maintenance of aircraft sta- 
tions, and $85,000 for the work of the 
Advisory Committee on Aeronautics. 

In personnel, the bill provides that the 
navy shall be increased by approximately 
18,500 men. Construction of a plant for 
the manufacture of projectiles is recom- 
mended. he estimated cost of such a 
plant is $1,411,000, and half the amount 
is made available at this time. 

A big increase is recommended in the 
appropriation for ammunition for the 

navy. The approemaren will approxi- 
mate $13,000,000 as comegared with the 
$3,000,000 authorized in the current bill. 
It is also understood = the bill will 
carry a new item of $4, for a re- 
serve of ordnance rn. nay and $480, 


for purchase and manufacture of torpedo 
nets and equipment. 


New Dry Docks Provided. 


Initial appropriations toward the con- 
struction of drydocks at Philadelphia 
and Norfolk are said to be included in 
the bitl. Each of these dry docks, when 
completed, will cost in the neighborhood 
of $3,500,000. 

An appropriation of $1,000,000 for the 
construction of a research laboratory 
for the Edison Advisory Board is tenta- 
tively authorized. Thomas A. Edison 
and other memters of Secretary Dan- 
iels’s Advisory Board appeared before 
the House committee in advocacy of 
this appropriation. Another important 
item in the tentative draft of the bill is 
$700,000 for a regerve supply of medical 
stores, and tue bill also carries a new 
item of $280,000 for sto e of munitions 
of war at nav 7 yards and stations. The 
appropriation for the purchase of smoke- 
less powder is more than double, the 
sum of $1,800,000 being suggested by the 
sub-committee 

The chief fight in the House commit- 
tee will come over the naval increase, 
and the total carried by -the bill will de- 
pend largely on the outcome of the con- 
test between the ‘‘big navy’’ and 
‘small navy ’’ factions.. It was author- 
itatively estimated today, however, that 
the bill would carry far in excess of the 
$217,000,000 recommended in the esti- 
mates submitted by Secretary Daniels. 

The sub-committee presented a memo- 
randum. summarizing the recommenda- 
tions of various naval officers who were 
examined on the bui\ding program. They 
were so much at variance that the com- 
mittee would have been virtually forced 
ta accept the Secretary’s plan kad not 
many Republican members and some 
Democrats already announced their in- 
tention of supporting a compromise pro- 
gram of six.capital ships. 

The bill framed by the sub-committee 
grants virtually all of the recommenda- 
tions. made by Secretary Daniels. These 
include, in addition to those above 
named, provision for: 

The creation of a nayal flying corps; 
authorization of an elaborate Naval Re- 
serve Corps system, with an appropria- 
tion of $180,000 to begin its organization ; 
$30,000 for Summer camps of instruce 
tion similar to the army-citizens’ train- 
ing camp plan; ,000 for naval fuel; 
000 to re-engine the North Dakota 
and other ships with defective power 
Plants; fixing the commissioned per- 
sonnel of the liné at 4 per cent. of the 
enlisted strength in both the navy and 
Marine Corps; to permit line officers on 
request to be detailed to specialize in 
engineering duty; the addition of 300 
qualified college graduates to the engi- 
neering force during the next ten years; 
deduction of pay of officers and men 
absent from duty because of the use of 
liquor or other misconduct; furloughing 
énlisted men into the first-line reserve 
and increasing appropriations for civilian 
instructors at Annapolis to $150,000. 


Aid for Admiral Badger. 


The bill makes special provision for 
Rear Admiral Badger, who has been 
retained on the General Board since his 
retirement, with a loss of $3,528 annu- 
ally in pay. It is proposed that any of- 
ficer who has commanded a fleet in ac- 


tive commission and been retired for 
. e, and who is retained as Chairman 

the Executive Committee of the Gen- 
oral Board shall suffer no loss in pay 
through retirement. 

The department’s building program, 
which is for two battleships, two battle 
cruisers, three scout cruisers, fifteen 
destroyers, thirty submarines, two n- 
boats, one hospital ship, and one el- 
oil ship, was embodied without change 
for the committee to take up Thursda 
This Proposed. building p am would 
cost $85,372,127, againat $45,053, 801 for 
this year, and includes $27,647,000 for 
hulls, outfits, and machinery of pro- 
posed new ships, and $7,675,000 for hulls 
and outfits of five fleet submarines and 
twénty-five coast submarines proposed, 
and $21,681, for the armor and ‘arma- 
ment for vessels authorized in the 1917 
building program. 

There is also an item of $28,869,127 for 
construction and machinery of vessels 
heretofore authorized.

The financier and diplomat is a native 
of Germany. Born at Mannheim in

the —.. College, and received his di- 
loma from the Columbia Law School 
n 1878. He practiced law until 1899, 
when he went into the real estate busi- 
ness, where he won success in the con- 
duct of negotiations involving. milliong. 

Mr. Morgenthau managed the SS 
of President Wilson’s campaign in 1912. 
and in August of 1913 was named Am- 
bassador to Turkey. He received hi h 
praise for his s ces'in behalf of the 
Zionists in Turkey and for paewunétie 
the Ottomans on more than one occa- 
sion sinice the beginning of the war to 
soften their decrees. 

Mr. Morgenthau returned to America 
on leave of absence last Feb. 22 and 
is expected to stay in this country for 
some months. 


BRANDEIS FACES A TIE. 


Committee Apparently, in Deadlock 
Over His Nomination.

The appeal has 
been hastened by the large number of 
men thus disabled by the German use 
of flaming liquids in the attack on Ver- 
dun. The purpose of the fund includes 
instructing these men in useful occupa- 


tions by which they can earn a living 
for themselves ang their dependents 
after the war. The appeal says: 


You have a kind, generous heert and a 
deep, earnest consci duty, 
For this reason we respectfully ask you to 
read every word of this letter. 

Thousands of wives, mothers, and daugh- 
ters in France, England, and Belgium are 
speaking to you.

Hoffman's Offer .to Educate 
Two Girls Starts a‘Run of 
the Needy on His Purse. 


ACTRESS WANTS RENT PAILS 


Man with Fallow Iron Mine Seeks 
Capital and a Poor Undergrad- 
uate Masseuse Asks $300. 


When the curious Miss Pandora lifted 
the lid of the now well-known box she 
released no more trouble than Louis A. 
Hoffman of New Orléans has_ brought 
upon himself by his announcement that 
he desired to create a fund of $6,000 for 
the purpose of giving a four-year col- 
lege course to two poor young women. 
Mr. Hoffman, who is publisher of The 
Cathoiic Churchman and The United 
Labor Journal, reached his New York 
office, 212 Broadway, yesterday morn- 
ing and found the advance guard of 
trouble in the form of a prepossessing 
young woman waiting his coming. She 
had such a real yearning for an educa- 
tion that she did not want to trust her 
plea to the mails. 

There were others, however, who were 
willing to trust the postman to carry 
their requests, some of which came in 
the first mail. ‘They were still comins 
when the last mail arrived, and Mr. 
Hoffman, the newspaperman who acts 
as his secretary, and his youthful ste- 
nographer were assured, when they left 
the office late in the day, that there 
would be, as one young woman re- 
marked at the end of her letter, ‘‘more 
to follow.” . 

Mr. Hoffman is frankly of the sud- 
denly grown rich class and as yet unex- 
perienced in the wiles of ‘those who 
would separate rich men from their 
money. Besides, Mr. Hoftman is soft- 
hearted. He almost shed tears as a 
statuesque caller pleaded for $75 to pay 
two months’ arrears of rent. This vis- 
itor had a leaning toward the stage, but 
had been unfortunate in her managers, 
but the secretary cut in with the un- 
feeling remark that no person in poverty 
should pay $37.50 a month rent. That 
ended the call. 


Has a Busy Day. 


Between receiving callers and opening 
his mail and giving interviews to the 
newspapers, Mr. ‘Hoffman had a fairly 
busy day. Still, Mr. Hoffman, who is 
unmartied, seemed to enjoy some mo- 
ments of it. 

The second woman caller came, she 
said, to explain personally to the man 
from New Orleans that she had a ‘‘ beau~ 
tiful daughter only 17 years old,’’ who 


was not only mentally fit to receive a 
college educatiof&, but had sfnce infancy 
been consumed with a desire to ‘' be 
something in the world.’’ After she had 
backed the generous Mr. Hoffman into a 
corner of his very small office, it took 
the combined efforts uf the secretary and 
stenographer to shoo her from the room. 
They explained in chorus that the Su- 
perintendent of Schools was to select 
= ones to enjoy the Hoffman scholar- 
ship. 

After the interviewer departed there 
came a call from a bright-eyed young 
miss, who said she was in high school 
and ‘did not want to go to college.’”’ 

Mr. Hoffman had returned from lunch 
and settled down to the serious work of 
dictating a letter, when a young woman 
in a brown dress, brown shoes, and an 
attractive brown hat, opened the door 
and thrust .er head in. 

Come in,’ said the hospitable Hoff- 
man. 

Really I can't,” and the face in the 
door flamed scarlet. ‘I want to see 
you alone.” 

Mr. Hoffman Invited the coy one in 
brown into another’ room. A few 
seconds later he had escorted her into 
the outer room, and was explaining to 
his Secretary that the caller had been 
a former sweetheart whom he had not 
seen in more than ten years. She 
called, she told him, after reading of 
his offer in THe TiMes, to assure herself 
that he really was her old friend. They 
chatted together and she told those in 
the office that she hoped her husband 
would not know that her curiosity had 
prompted her to pay the call.

‘that the desire for education has gone 
up 50 per cent. since my offer became 
public. I want it impressed on those 
who write or call upon me that I simply 
make a free course in some good college 
possible to some deserving New York 
girl, and that is all I will have to do 
with the affair. The selection is not 
oh me, and I do not desire that privi- 
ege”’

MERCANTILE MARINE 
REPORTED IN DEAL 


ation Said to Have Ac- 
quired Control. 


BONDS REMARKABLY ACTIVE 


Yesterday’s Turnover $464,000— 
Purchase Would Result in Largest 
American Shipping Concern. 


Reports that the American Interna- 
tional Corporation, the $50,000,000 cor- 
poration headed by Charles A. Stone 
and Frank A. Vanderlip and designed 
to develep the country’s foreign trade, 
had acquired a large interest in the 
securities of the International Mercan- 
tile Marine Company, were widely cir- 
culated about the financial district yes- 
terday to the accompaniment of an im- 
pressive display of strength in the Ma- 
rine company's securities. 

That company’s common stock, on 
sales of more than 30,000 shares, ad- 
vanced 2% points to a high and closing 
price of 23%. The preferred, closing at 
80%, scored a net gain of 6% points on 
the day after more than 85,000 shares 
had changed hands. The 4% per cent. 
bonds sold from 96 to 98%, with $70,000 
of them changing hands‘at the high 
price just before the close, and $464,000 
representing the day's turnover, 

This remarkable activity and strength 
in the three clusses of the company’s 
securities attracted all the more cre- 
dence to current rumors because the 
same securities were strong last week, 
while most of the other speculative in- 
dustrials were all but panic-stricken by 
the German war scare. From the low 
prices of last week yesterday’s close 
showed gains of 8% points in the com- 
mon, OK points in the preferred and 8% 
points the 4% per cent. bonds. 

Men who are representative of the 
stockholders’ commit which have 
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been sees in the long fight over the 
reorganization of the company and 
whose business it is to watch the trans- 
fers of stock as closely as asible, de- 
clared that they were confident that the 
heavy buying of the past week had been 

rincipally for the account of the Amer- 
can International Corporation or for in- 
terests closely connected with that com- 
pany. Not only had large blocks of 
stock been bought for that account, bee | 
said, but there had been bought enoug 
to transfer to the new corporation the 
upper hand in the control after reor- 
ganization. 

It Was insisted by these men that there 
had been bought for the International 
Corporation’s account large blocks of 
common as well as preferred, and that 
the potential strength of that company 
in rehabilitation proceedings was 
strengthened by the ownership of large 
blocks of stock by individuais who are 
disposed to work with the strong in- 
terests in control of the International 
Corporation. 

A member of one of the stockholders’ 
committees also said that no objection 
to the change of control would be raised 
by his committee, for the reason that 
the interest of his committee was to se- 
cure ag consideratioh for the stock, 
and that he was satisfied that the com- 
pany would be conducted to good ad- 
vantage by the new interests, 


tion has an authorized capital of $50,- 
000,000, but only $10,000,000 has been 
called and paid in. The company is ina 
osition, however, to issue its own de- 
entures against new acquisitions. The 
first important pigce of business of the 
company was the SBurchase of ships and 
the formation of plans for developing 
the company’s commerce by ships under 
the countrys ce. The ships it secured 
were from the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, which had previously sold five 
of its largest vessels to the International 
Mercantile Marine. With the addition 
of the entire Mercantile Marine fleet 
the position of. the company would be 
superior to that of any American com- 
pany which has entered the shipping 
trade. 

But while the rank and file of Wall 
Street, arguing from the tape, and repre- 
sentatives of stockholders’ committees, 
basing their belief on close analysis of 
stock transfers, accepted the reports of 
buying for the new corporation, official 
advices were either disparaging or lack- 
ing in conviction. One of the Directors 
said he had not heard of the reports, and 
did not bel‘eve them. The company was 
not organized for any such peurpose, he 
insisted. Another irector said, that 
while the matter had not been brought 
before the board and he had no official 
knowledge, he had heard ‘‘ on the out- 
side ’’ that the reports were frue. 

Mr. Stone, the President of the com- 
pany, was in Boston, confined to the 
house by an attack of laryngitis. 


CONSOLIDATED EXCHANGE. 


Prices were improving on the Con- 
solidated Stock Exchange the greater 
part of the day, the closings being at or 
about the best figures. Absence of fresh 
disturbing news over Sunday was taken 
as good news at the start of business. 


The general tone of the latest advices 
from Germany regarding the submarine 
dispute was construed as conciliatory.

Members Forbidden to Take Guests 
to Luncheon Club. 


Following other measures for the ex- 
clusion of strangers since the dispatch 
of President Whison’s note to Ger- 
many, the Stock Exchange authorities 
yesterday notified members that im the 
future they would not be permitted to 
bring guests into the rooms of the 
Luncheon Club on the top floor of the 
building.

Litigants Ask That $27,000,000 
Debt to Pennsylvania Be Canceled. 


Testimony was taken yesterday before 
rJustice Lehman of the Supreme 
in the sult of E. R. Dick of Dick Broath- 
ers & Co., and other minority stock- 
holders of the Long Island Railroad for 
an'accounting against the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company and its Directors. 
The plaintiffs want an accounting of 
the expenditures made on the Long Isl- 
and Road since 1910. The testimony of 
Ralph Peters, President of the Long 
Island Rod, taken before trial and con- 
sisting of nearly 400 pages, was read 
into the records by Kellogg & Rose, 
counsel for Dick Brothers. 

This testimony is suplementary to that 


Pennsylvania Road. It has been learned 
that the plaintiffs will seek a restrain- 
ing order whereby all of the indebted- 
ness of the Long Island Road to the 
Pennsylvania Road in the form of notes 
and debentures amounting to about $27,- 
000,000, will be canceled. The plaintiffs 
say that more than $28,000,000 was spent 
in a manner that did not benefit the 
road. 

John F, Stevens, a civil engineer, and 
an expert in railroad expenditures, testi- 
fied that the Long Island road lost $1,- 
033,000 a year because of extensions of

.Mr. Stevens also said that the expen- 
diture of $9,883,408 for the Bay . Ridge 
cut-off for freight was not orn be- 
cause there was little or no freight busi- 
ness in that section, that the expenditure 
of $875,770 for the -Sunny Side and 
North Shore yards, and the construction 
of the Montauk cut-off might be re- 
garded as unnecessary as far as the 
Long Island road was concerned. He 
testified that the depreciation of real 
estate values of the Lo Island City 
terminals amounted to .200,000, and 
that the total loss through the operation 
into the Pennsylvania Station since 1911 
to 1914 amounted to $2,808

A RALLY IN STOCKS 


Standard Issues Recover Large- 
ly from the Decline Scored 
in Saturday's Break... 


POLITICAL OUTLOOK GOOD 


Bankers Do Not Belleve That a 
Break with Germany WiII 
Come at This Time. 


Wall Street felt better over the inter- 
national situation yesterday and pro- 
ceeded to buy back a large part of the 
stock sold in Saturday’s break. In some 
cases, notably Steel common and New 
York Central, the day’s upturn among 
the standard issues were substantially 
greater than the decline scored on Sat- 
urday, and the war stocks moved up 
more than half the distance lost. The 


general impression in commission houses 
was that the sharp reaction at the close 
of last week had been overdone, what- 
ever the immediate future may bring to 
the fore in our relations with Germany. 

It was evident in certain banks ‘and 
banking houses yesterday that the dip- 
lomatic tangle was looked upon in a 
more favorable light than on Saturday. 
There were bankers of prominence who 
said they believed a break with Germany 
would not come at this juncture, al- 
though the adjustments made were not 
expected to be lasting as factors in main- 
talning good relations between the coun- 
tries. In fact, the belief appeared to 
be held in some banking circles that such 
concessions as Germany would grant in 
her submarine campaign would not be 
extensive enough to prevent another 
crisis later.

UPHOLDS CENTRAL MERGER. 


Justice Morschauser Holds There Is 
No Restraint of Trade. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., April 24.— 
Justice Morschauser in the Supreme 
Court yesterday dismissed the complaint 
in an action brought by Clarence H. 
Venner against the New York Central 
and component lines, seekin to set 
aside the consolidation of the New York 
Central system. The complaint cnarged 
that the Sherman law had been violated. 

‘There is an entire absence of evi- 
dence to show that the common control 
exercised over the New York Central 
lines,’’ said Justice Morschauser, ‘ has 
been detrimental to the public or has 
resulted in any unreasonable restraint 
of trade, or tended in any appreciable 
degree toward the establishment of a 
monopoly of transportation. My con- 
clusion is that the Sherman act has not 
been violated, that the common control 
of the New York Central lines has re- 
sulted in public benefit and not detri- 
ment, and that the effect of an injunc- 
tion which would compel the disintegra- 
tion of the system and the independent 
operation of certain lines would be a 
distinct public injury.”

Cost of Running the Depart- 
ments Next Year Will 
Increase $90,000. 


NAME NEW MEDICAL DEAN 


Or. Samuel A. Brown Succeeds Dr. 
Park—Teaching Staff Is 
Increased. 


_ At a meeting of the New York Univer- 
sity Council yesterday the annual budget, 
expecting an expenditure of $760,000 to 
Meet current expenses for the coming 
year, received the ratification of the uni- 

‘versity officers. To defray the cost of 
running the university the budget sub- 

_ mitted yesterday included an estimate of 
all receipts, including the income from 
students’ fees, room rents, the income 
from endowments and gifts, which, it is 
expected, will total $723,301.50. The [ig- 
ures ratified by the Council, as compiled 
by the Executive Committee, show an 
uncovered deficit of nearly $40,000. The 
eost of running all departments will show 
an_ increase of $90,000. 

The Council approved a plan by which 
students in the University College will 
receive both the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts and Doctor of Medicine. upon the 
completion of a two and one-half year 
course in the college department, togeth- 
er with the regular medical course in the 
university and Bellevue Hospital Medi- 
Cal College. Dr. Samuel A. Brown was 
appoint Dean of the Medical College, 
while Professor Marshall S. Brown, head 
ot the Department of History, was made 
acting Dean of the College of Arts and 
Pure Science, during the absence for one 
year of Dean Archibald L. Bouton. 

It is estimated that $526,208.30 will 
cover the cost of instruction for next 
year, which is an increase of $59,000 over 
the. appropriation for. salaries for the 
present year. This increase includes an 
advance of approximately $13,Q00 to the 
salaries of instructors. Toial expenses 
will be $762,880. ‘ Pts 

Dr. Samuel A. Brown, who becomes 
the head of the university and Bellevue 
Hospital Medical College, nas been a 
member of the teaching staff of the 
Medical College for about twenty years, 
and is a graduate of the school and a 
member of the Phi Gamma Delta fra- 
ternity. During former Dean Dr. Will- 
iam H. Park’s term of office Dr. Brown 
Served as Secretary of the Medical Col- 
lege, and has been acting*Dean since the 
resignation of Dr. Park. Among the 
other appointments in the Faculties of 
the various university depar‘ments rati- 
fied yesterday was the appcintment, in 
the School of Commerce, of Professor 
Ralph Starr Butler as Professor of Busi- 
ness Administration.

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STRIKERS ARE ROUTED: 
SHOTS FIRED IN RIOTS 


Westinghouse Laborers Repulsed 
- by. Stream of Hot Water— 
Two Persons Injured. 


PITTSBURGH, April 24.—The first 
serious rioting in the strike of 18;000 
employes’ of the Westinghouse Electric 
and Manufacturing Company in Bast 
Pittsburgh occurred tonight. Several 
shots were fired and an unidentified 
striker and a detective were injured. 
The trouble was the climax. of a day of 
disorder. 

Fifteen hundred strikers were return- 
ing after breaking up a meeting of 
shell makers in Wilmerding, an adjoin- 
ing borough, when the clash tonight 
came. When the marchers reached the 
Cable Avenue bridge at the Westing- 
house plant the strikers, it is said, 
charged past Deputy Sheriffs and mitl 
guards and started toward the plant. 
The guards seized their riot guns, but 
this failed to intimidate the strikers. 
In the fight that followed one of the 
guards discharged a revolver. A de 
tective knocked an unidentified striker 
senseless, and he was carried away by 
companions. . 

As the strikers neared the plant guards 
turned a stream of hot water from a 


fire hose on them. The strikers re- 
treated, throwing stoncs as they ran. 
Charles Oakes, a detective, was struck 
by a stone. The. strikers were finally 
compelled to scatter, and order was re- 
stored. 

In. Wilmerding late today strikers 
forcibly entered a building Mm which 
1,800 shell makerg weré holding a meet- 
ing. The strikers overpowered the lead- 
ers and threw them out of the building, 
and then held a meeting of their dwn, 
presided over by J. H. Hall¥ whose dis- 
charge is said to have been an indirect 
cause of the strike. 

The demands of the men were today 
presented to R. L.. Wilson, Assistant 
General Superintendent at the Westing- 
house plant. They ask an eight-hour 
day, restitution of men discharged with- 
in the last two weeks, no discrimination, 
continuation of the bonus system and 
the same pay for-forty-eight hours a 
week as now received for fifty-two.

LIMIT OF A FRAUD DEFINED 


Juetice McKenna’s Decision Is Ex- 
_pectéd to Pave Way for 
Rigid Honesty. 


WASHINGTON, April 24. —In defining 
today more clearly than ever before 
what constitutes dishonest advertising 
thfeugh the mails, the Supreme Court 
held in effect that advértisers, even 


ceived, are guilty of fraud if by exag- 
gérated advertising propaganda they 
have led clients to expect more. Of- 
ficials declare the decision will pave the 
way to scores of prosecutions and make 
possible the enforcement of a muclr more 
stringent Federal supervision of mail 
advertising. 

The. opinions was announced by Jus- 
tice’ McKenna, reversing the Tplacrit 
Court in Southern Florida which 
quashed an indictment against officials 
of. the New South Farm and Home 
Company. The indictment charged un- 
lawful use of the mails in selling. ten- 
acré farms. The florida Court held 
that if a purchaser received his money's 
worth exaggerated propaganda was not 
fraud. Justice McKenna took the posi-

Harlem Operation to Benefit 648 
Families of Moderate Means. 


One of the largest model tenement 
operations ever projected in New York 
ltas been planned for the upper Har- 
lem district. The buildings, which will 
constructed on the open-stair prin- 
civle, so successfully worked out five 
years ago in the John Jay tenement 
dwellings in East Seventy-seventh 
Street, will be erected on a plot of 
twenty-six lots, now vacant, including 
the middle portions of the north side 
of 146th Street and the south side of 
147th Street, between Seventh and 
yEighth Avenues. 

The property, which has a frontage 
of 325 feet on each street, has just been 
purchased by a newly formed company 
known as the Open Stair Dwelling Cor- 
poration of Vanderbilt Avenue. 
Among the Directors are Mrs. Helen 
Hartley Jenkins, Mrs. Otto H. Kahn, 
Miss E. Mabel Clark, Miss M. DeG. 
Trenholm, Samuel Osgood Miller, Will 
Walter Jackson, Henry’ Atterbury 
Smith, John G. McIntyre, and William 
Cc. Speers. Mrs. Jenkins, with several 
other members of the company, has 
been interested for many years in pro- 
viding healthy and sanitary homes for 
persons of .modest means who are not 
able to pay the prices demanded in the 
large apartments, bat who desire better 


conditions than are often found in the 
average ‘tenement. 

This new;,Harlem operation, including 
land and buildings, will cost about $1,-

- Duty Raised on Goose Skins. 

The Treasury Department has advised 
Collector Malone of a change in the 
practice of returning dressed goose skins 
covered with down. Most of the cus- 
tom houses of the country, it seems, 
have gqlassified such merchandise as 
‘“‘ furs tiressed on the skin ’”’ by simili- 
tude. Some time ago the Treasury’s ex- 
perts started an investigation, which re- 
sulted in the proposal that goose skins 
of the kind referred to be uniformly 
classified as ‘‘downs on the skin, ad- 
vanced or manufactured, not suitable for 
use as millinery ‘ornaments.’’ Under this 


classification the tariff rate would 
amount to 40 mer cent. Assistant Secre- 
tary Malburn directed that the higher 
rate be levied, beginning thirty days 
from date.

Dye Not So Important Now. 

The piece goods selling‘ agents have 
changed their argument for higher 
prices. Since the announcement that 
Germany is willing to ship 15,000 tons 
of coloring matter to this country the 
dye shortage can no longer be satis- 
factorily used in explaining the high 
prices for woolens. Increased labor cost 
is now the point made by the mill agents. 
They describe to the customer who

Gray Goods Prices Firmer. 

Good trading and firmer prices on 
certain constructions of printcloths 
marked yesterday’s activities in gray 
goods here. It was said to be next to 
impossible late in the day to get #9- 
inch 80/squares for any delivery under 
7% cents, some nearby goods having 
moved at that price, while some of the 
mills are asking 7% cents. For May- 
June delivery there was good business 
on 39-inch 72-76s at 6% cents, with sell- 
ers asking an eighth more in some 
cases. Some nearby ,Eastern 38%-inch 
60-52s were reported to have sold at 6 
cents, but this _is hardly the general 
market figure. There were also reports 
of sales of 38-inch 60-488 and 39-inch 
68-72s at 4% and 6% cents, respectively, 
but it was said that both of these con- 
structions could still be had under those 
prices in spite of the general scarcity 
of nearby goods.

While investigating the°use of a detec- 
taphone by the Burns Detective Agency

To vérify the information he said ‘Mr. 
Pinkertongave him, District Attorney 
Swann immediately called up Députy 
Police -Commissioner. Lord. who ad- 
mitted Ahat the police had been eaves- 
dropping. on the telephone wires leading 
into the office of*Seymour & Secymo 
in. the /Equitablé Buildin Commis- 
sioner Lord said-he himself persénally 
supervised the wiretapping on the Sey- 
mour office from Police Headquarters. 
He would not. reveal the nature of the 
information which the police were seek- 
ing to obtain further than that the mo- 
tive for the wiretapping was ‘still a 
“Police Dgpartntent ‘secret.’ 

Commissfner Lord insisted, however, 
that\the police were interested in a mat- 
ter entirely apart from “that. which 
caused the Burns Agency to spy on the 
law firm through the means of a detect- 
aphone. Within a few-days, the Com- 
missioner said, he might be able to give 
the District Attorney more definite in- 
formation.
